Flurry Of Action

flood of legislative activity, in­ 
cluding a Republican plan for 
redistricting 
Ohio’s 
congres­ 
sional districts, was expected to 
be introduced into the 109th 
General Assembly today. 
The action would temporarily 
take the spotlight from a joint 
House-Senate conference com­ 
mittee attempting to break a 
nine-month 
deadlock 
over 
a 
budget-tax bill.

Vote Slated

Cancer Bill 
Near Approval 


President Presses 
Senate For Action 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress appears ready to swiftly 
endorse a compromise $1.6 bil- 
lion anticancer bill to send sci­ 
entists on a sweeping search- 
and destroy 
mission 
against 
America’s most feared and elu­ 
sive killer disease. 
S e n a t e - House conference 
committee 
members 
broke 
their 
organizational 
deadlock 
and then rapidly resolved their 
differences Tuesday after Pres­ 
ident Nixon urged prompt con­ 
gressional action “ so that I can 
sign cancer legislation into law 
in the very near future.’* 
In a “Dear Ted'’ letter to 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., chief Senate m anager of 
the legislation, Nixon wrrote: 
“ Both the Senate and House 
bills clearly recognize the com­ 
plexities 
and 
difficulties 
we 
face in the cancer field and 
both provide the avenue for 
hope 
which 
the 
American 
people deserve and desire. 
“The fact that we are now so 
close to final legislation reflects 
great credit on the members of 
the Senate and House who have 
given 
so 
much 
time 
and 
thought and energy to this sub­ 
ject-—which is so critically im­ 
portant to so many millions of 
Americans.’’ 
With this in hand, congres­ 
sional conferees settled for a 
compromise containing most of 
the features of the version that 
originally passed the House 350 
to 5. The conferees accepted 
portions of the bill that had 
been approved by the Senate 79 
to I and had the backing of the 
American Cancer Society. 


NEW DELHI (AP) — India 
claimed today that its forces 
were only 28 miles from Dacca, 
E ast 
Pakistan’s 
capital, 
but 
said Pakistan’s arm y was hold­ 
ing on to a large section of the 
vital Chhamb sector in Kash­ 
mir. 
A 
government 
spokesman 
said fighting was still going on 
in the Chhamb region, where 
Indian troops were pushed back 
to defensive positions Tuesday. 
“This is a pretty big attack,’’ 
he said. “The Pakistanis have 


thrown more than an infantry 
division and three armored bri­ 
gades into the attack.’’ 
The Pakistanis appeared to 
be trying to cut New Delhi’s 
only road link with Srinagar, 
the capital of Kashmir. The 
highway is west of Chamb. 
In East Pakistan, the drive 
toward 
Dacca 
is 
headed 
by 
three infantry columns moving 
from the east, south and west, 
the Military Command said in 
Calcutta. 
He said Indian troops had ad­ 


vanced to tile banks of the 
Meghna River at Daudkandi, 28 
miles southeast of Dacca, while 
the other units were moving to­ 
ward the capital from Jessore, 
the 
army headquarters town 
which the Indians say they cap­ 
tured on Tuesday. 
Jessore is 80 miles southwest 
of Dacca. 
The spokesman in Calcutta 
said Indian troops also had iso­ 
lated Pakistani troops at Com­ 
ida, 50 miles southest of Dac­ 
ca. 


Newsmen were still barred 
from the battlefronts, and there 
was no way to confirm or dis­ 
prove tile official reports. 
A government spokesman 
in 
New Delhi described Pakistani 
resistance 
throughout 
East 
Pakistan as “ moderate to stiff, 
but v h°n we lean on them, they 
just seem to give up." 
The advancing Indians have 
not met any major resistance 
in the southeastern section 
of 
the province around 
Comdia, 
he said but heavy fighting 
is 
going on to clear the Pakistani 


army cantonment at Comdia. 
In the southeastern delta re­ 
gion, 
he 
added, 
the 
Indians 
have reached the port of Chan* 
dpur, on the water route to 
Dacca. 
The spokesman said Indian 
Navy 
planes 
were 
putting 
heavy pressure on the ports of 
Chittagong 
and 
Cos’x 
Bazar, 
and were reported destroying 
three gunboats at Chaina in the 
delta. 
He said the navy planes also 
bombed the army barracks at 
Chittagong during the night.

Prime Minister Emilio Colombo 
of Italy this month, but the 
meeting was put off until after 
Thursday’s presidential election 
in Italy.

Emilio Medici of Brazil to brief 
the South American leader on 
the coming trips to the Commu­

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Indian attack into E ast Paki­ 
stan caught the United States 
by surprise and came only a 
few days after President Nixon 
had told Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi of m ajor Pakistani con­ 
cessions, a high White House 
official says. 
Briefing newsmen on the stat­ 
us of U.S. policy toward the ln- 
dian-Pakistani war, the official 
said neither Nixon nor any oth­ 
er American leader received a 
response from India. 
Instead, the Indians attacked 
across the East Pakistani bor­ 
der Nov. 22 with Washington 
having no indication such mili­ 
tary action was imminent, the 
official maintained.

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
Senate Foreign Relations Coin 
mittee has set the stage for an 
other far-ranging foreign-policy 
debate with a bill to limit the 
president’s authority to commit 
U.S. forces to war without con 
gressional approval. 
The bill, approved by a 13-0 
vote Tuesday, limits such au­ 
thority to 30 days and to cases 
of an enemy attack 
on 
the 
United 
States 
or 
its 
armed 
forces, “ to forestall the direct 
and imminent threat of such an 
attack” and to protect evac­ 
uating U.S. citizens who are un­ 
der attack. 
The measure is opposed by 
the Nixon administration. One 
senior committee m em ber says 
it could produce a debate to 
rival that in the mid-1950s when 
the Senate barely defeated an 
effort to curb treaty powders 
through 
the 
Bricker 
amend­ 
ment. 
“ I am pessimistic about its 
becoming law,” Sen. George D. 
Aiken, 
R-Vt., 
told 
reporters. 
The 
debate 
will 
come 
next 
year. 
Sen. J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark., 
the committee chairm an, said 
he was disturbed by language 
about forestalling “ the direct 
and imminent threat of an at­ 
tack.” 
contending

give a president new power to 
launch a first strike against a 
potential enemy. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
a principal sponsor of the bill, 
defended the provision, telling 
reporters: “ You don’t have to 
wait until the bombs fall and 
there

ground to act.”

Nixon Pushed Into Comer 


On Child-Development Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon laced a choice to­ 
day that he had tried to avoid: 
whether to sign or veto a bill 
that would establish a $2-billion 
child-development program. 
The House passed the bill, 210 
to 186, Tuesday and sent it to 
tile White House despite an in­ 
tensive lobbying effort by the 
administration to defeat it. 
Conservative Republicans are 
adamantly opposed to tile bill, 
which 
would 
provide 
com­ 
prehensive day-care services to 
children of working m otl^rs, 
and 
have 
publicly demanded 
Nixon veto it. 
Women’s 
organizations, 
la­ 
bor, 
eivil-rights 
and 
church 
groups 
arc equally 
vocal 
in 
praising the bill. 
Adding to Nixon s difficulties 
is the fact the bill also includes 
a two - year extension 
of the 
Economic 
Opportunity 
Act, 
which authorizes a wide variety 
of federal 
programs for the 
poor. It would be killed by a 
veto, too. 
House 
Republican 
Leader 
Gerald R. Ford, hoping to build 
a solid party front against the 
bill so it would never reach 


Nixon’s desk, told a Republican 
caucus just before Tuesday’s 
vote that a veto was certain if 
the 
House 
passed 
it. 
White 
House aides carried the same 
message. 
Nevertheless, 31 Republicans 
joined 179 Democrats in pas­ 
sing the bill, a compromise be­ 
tween 
separate 
Senate 
and 
House versions. Voting against 
it were 134 Republicans and 52 
Democrats. 
When the Senate passed the 
bill, 63 to 17, last week, 24 Re­ 
publicans including COP Na­ 
tional Chairman Robert Dole, 
Senate 
Republican 
Leader 
’high Scott and GOF Whip Rob­ 
ert P. Griffin all supported it. 
The House vote was close 
enough to assure that a veto 
would be upheld since it would 
require a two-thirds majority to 
override. But Nixon’s political 
dilemma 
is such that many 
supporters of the bill think he 
will sign it. 
“ How can he veto a bill that 
means so much to the poor, to 
the children, and to the work­ 
ing mothers of this country?” 
asked Rep. Carl D. Perkins, D- 
Ky., floor manager of the bill.

State Drops Remaining Kent State Violence Charges 


RAVENNA, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Trials stemming from the dis­ 
orders at Kent State University 
ended Tuesday as abruptly as 
the violence erupted 19 months 
ago. 
John Hayward, chief prose­ 
cutor in the cases, announced 
that charges against the 20 per­ 
sons remaining to be tried were 
being dropped for lack of evi­ 
dence. 
The 
announcement 
came 
shortly after Mary Helen Nich­ 
olas, the fifth member of 
the 
Kent 25 to go on trial, was ac­ 


quitted of a charge of inter­ 
fering with a fireman during 
the burning of a campus ROIC 
building on May 2, 1970. 
Two of those indicted had 
pleaded guilty in Portage Coun­ 
ty 
Common 
Pleas 
Court 
to 
charges of first-degree riot, a 
third was found guilty by a 
jury of interfering with firemen 
and 
charges 
against another 
were dropped for lack of evi­ 
dence. 
Hayward said that IO 
days 
ago the special prosecutor had 
received the transcript of evi­ 


dence presented to the special 
stale grand jury that indicted 
25 persons in the KSU disturb­ 
ances in which four, students 
were killed by national guards­ 
men. 
Ile said that alter reviewing 
the transcript and considering 
the outcome of the trials so far, 
“It is the conclusion of the of­ 
fice of the attorney general of 
Ohio that the following cases be 
dismissed 
for 
lack 
of 
evi­ 
dence.” 
He contended,* however, that 


the first live cases would have 
been 
Hied 
anyway, 
because 
there was sufficient evidence to 
warrant trials. 
Acquittal of Miss Nicholas, a 
21-year-old 
Kent 
State 
soph­ 
omore, was ordered by Judge 
Edwin Jones for lack of evi­ 
dence. He also said it appeared 
“ there is 
a great possibility 
that some of the defendant’s 
rights under the 14th Amend­ 
ment were not necessarily ob­ 
served.” 
Jones earlier upheld the con­ 
tention of Miss Nicholas’ attor­ 


neys that the testimony of an 
arson investigator didn’t know 
a statement she gave the inves­ 
tigator could be used against 
her. 
Francis Brininger, the inves­ 
tigator, had testified that Miss 
Nicholas 
told 
him 
she 
had 
pulled on a fire hose at the 
ROTO blaze. 
Earlier testimony by a fire­ 
man indicated the hose had 
been chopped in two and was 
useless. 
Defense attorneys had said 
Miss Nicholas thought she was 


aiding in the arson investiga­ 
tion in making her statem ent 
and did not realize she was in­ 
criminating herself. 
Judge Jones had ruled earlier 
Tuesday that testimony 
Miss 
Nicholas gave the special state 
grand jury could be offered in 
evidence at her trial. 
Jam es Primm Jr., who prose­ 
cuted the Kent State coed, con­ 
gratulated Jones for his “ cour­ 
age” in ordering her acquittal.

Arca Near Laos 
Site Of Attacks 
Against Gun Sites 


SAIGON (AP) — American 
fighter-bombers 
dodged 
sur­ 
face-to-air missiles, exchanged 
fire with an antiaircraft battery 
and attacked a radar station in 
a flareup of the air war along 
the border between North Viet­ 
nam and Laos, military spokes­ 
man reported today. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
said 
there 
were 
three 
incidents 
Tuesday alwut 25, 80 and 90 
miles north of the demilitarized 
/one. There was no damage to 
U.S. aircraft, and results of the 
U.S. attacks were not known, a 
communique said. 
The U.S. strikes raised to 87 
the number of air attacks on 
North Vietnamese territory this 
year. 
The U.S. Command gave this 
account of the three incidents: 
1. Three Navy A7 jets were 
bombing the Ho Chi Minh trail 
on the Laotian side of the bor­ 
der IO miles southwest of the 
Ban Karai pass when two 37- 
foot SAMs were fired at them 
from across the border. The pi­ 
lots spotted the missiles and 
evaded them.
